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Since  1947  when  the  original  Butner  land  area  was 
purchased  from  the  Federal  Government  the  North 
Carolina  Board  of  Mental  Health  has  had  the  re- 
sponsibility of  properly  guiding  the  development 
of  not  only  the  land  on  which  State  institutions 
were  to  be  built,  but  also  those  areas  which  were 
to  be  sold  to  the  public  for  private  development 
of  residential,  commercial  and  industrial  property. 

In  order  that  the  development  of  Butner  might  pro- 
ceed on  a  planning  basis  the  Board  of  Mental 
Health  appointed  the  Butner  Planning  Advisory  Com- 
mittee in  June  1964  charging  them  with  the  task  of 
creating  a  Development  Plan  for  Butner  and  admin- 
istering it  through  regulations  controlling  the 
subdivision  of  land,  the  use  of  land  by  zoning  and 
minimum  construction  standards  for  buildings. 


This  publication  outlines  the  Development  Plan  and 
the  procedures  and  regulations  which  have  been 
formulated  by  the  Butner  Planning  Advisory  Commit- 
tee and  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Mental  Health  to 
guide   all  future  development  within  Butner.

"The  Committee  shall  formulate  and  maintain  a  comprehensive  plan  of 
Butner  and  its  environs  for  the  purpose  of  achieving  a  coordinated, 
adjusted  and  harmonious  development  of  Butner.

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BUTNER  DEVELOPMENT  PLAN 

In  creating  a  plan  for  Butner  to  follow  in  its  fu- 
ture development  it  is  necessary  to  determine  the 
type  of  community  it  should  become.  Butner  can 
never  compete  with  Raleigh  or  Durham  for  commer- 
cial or  cultural  amenities.  These  cities  will  al- 
ways have  more  and  larger  stores  and  entertainment. 
Butner  will  always  be  a  community  of  limited  size 
and  it  should  be  developed  along  the  lines  of  a 
sma 1 1  town . 

One  of  the  distinguishing  characteristics  of  a 
small  town  is  the  pleasant  manner  in  which  land  is 
used.  In  the  city  every  inch  of  land  is  highly 
valued  and  used  to  its  greatest  capability.  In  the 
small  town  land  has  no  great  financial  value  and 
it  is  used  to  create  a  delightful  community  where 
there  is  at  least  equal  balance  between  nature 
with  its  grass  and  trees  and  man  with  his  streets 
and  buildings.  It  is  this  type  of  development 
which  has  so  great  a  value  as  a  residential  com- 
munity. Therefore,  in  developing  the  future  plan 
for  Butner  it  is  necessary  to  recognize  that  land 
is  the  one  resource  Butner  presently  has  in  abun- 
dance and  it  should  use  this  resource  in  the  best 
possible  means  . 

The  Development  Plan  as  shown  on  the  accompanying 
page  indicates  the  manner  in  which  Butner  should 
be  developed: 

(1)  A  system  of  major  streets  is  proposed  serving 
all  major  traffic  generators  and  providing 
easy  access  to  all  parts  of  Butner. 

(2)  An  area  for  the  location  of  industrial  and 
secondary  business  establishments  is  located 
adjoining  the  Southern  Railroad  property. 

(3)  The  primary  business  area  is  located  along 
Central  Avenue  with  areas  for  shopping  center 
locations  between  what  is  presently  "B"  and 
"C"  Streets. 


(4)  An  institutional  area  for  State  institutions 
and  for  local  community  facilities  is  provided 
in  the  center  of  Butner  with  spacious  natural 
s  ur  ro  ind  ings  . 

(5)  Locations  for  apartments  and  mobile  home  parks 
are  close  to  the  primary  business  area  and  on 
ma  jo  r  streets. 

(6)  Single  family  residential  areas  have  been 
planned  as  loop  streets  or  cul-de-sacs  so  that 
homes  will  not  be  affected  by  traffic  and  will 
be  organized  into  small  groupings. 

(7)  Locations  for  neighborhood  facilities  such  as 
schools,  churches,  stores  and  playgrounds  are 
easily  accessible  to  the  surrounding   homes. 

(8)  Community  facilities  for  utilities,  cultural 
facilities  and  government   have  been  provided. 


The  Planning  Advisory  Committee  is  promoting  good 
development  in  Butner  according  to  the  Development 
Plan  . 

The  Development  Plan  Is  one  of  the  guides  for  fu- 
ture development  and  any  proposed  expansions  or 
new  construction  must  follow  the  land  use  patterns 
and  the  general  development  principles  Indicated 
within  the  Plan. 


Besides  the  Development  Plan  all  future  develop- 
ment must  follow  the  procedures  and  minimum  stan- 
dards or  regulations  set  forth  In  the  Zoning,  De- 
velopment and  Building  Code  Ordinance.  Copies  of 
this  ordinance  are  available  at  the  John  Umstead 
Hospital,  Manager's  office.
